The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Since intravenous 
administration of radio-labeled chlorotoxin, which itself is a protein, results in selective uptake in 
glioma, prostate cancer, colon cancer, non-small cell lung cancer, and metastatic melanoma in 
vivo and chlorotoxin has specific binding to various neuroectodermal tumors, it is considered 
that chlorotoxin would be able to deliver cytotoxic moiety to a neuroectodermal tumor in vivo 
via various administration routes.
